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MRS. ROOSEVELT’S PENSION 


ONGRESS is voting a pen- 

sion of $5,000 a year to 
Mrs. Roosevelt. There is no sug- 
gestion that she needs it partic- 
ularly; but it is a graceful thing 
to do, and the precedent was es- 
tablished when congress conferred 
a pension on Mrs. Grover Cleve- 
land after her husband’s death. 

Tha only criticism to which 
such a pension is subject is that 
it is so little. For the dignity 
of the country, one would expect 
congress to make it bigger. 

And the incident serves to 
call attention again to the desir- 
ability of establishing some def- 
inite annuity to be paid, not 
merely to an ex-president’s wid. 
ow but to every ex-president from 
the time he leaves the executive 
office. Th president’s salary, is 
large though it may seem in com- 
parison with an average income. 
is small measured by the work 
and responsibility of office and 
the compensation received for 
executive work jn business posi- 
tions incomparably less arduous. 

It should be made possible for 
any man, after leaving this high 
office, to live out hig life not in 
lixury, but in dignified freedom 
from pecuniary worry, and there. 
fore able to continue informally 
in the public service of his coun 
try.
